In claim 4, line 2, "species" has been changed to — genus — .

In claims 14 and 15, line 2 of each, — of said extract — has been inserted after "amount". 



The above amendments to the claims are made to correct informalities in claims, i.e., to 
provide antecedent basis for terms in the claims. 

In the previous Office action at page 5, second paragraph, it was noted that the term 
"lipidic does not appear in the specification. In response thereto, applicant has responded by 
amending section [0016] of the specification. The Examiner cannot locate the term "lipidic" in 
the amended language. However, at page 2, line 1 1 of the specification the term "lipophilic" 
appears as relates to the alkaloids present in the plant material. This term is deemed sufficient to 
provide basis for the term "lipidic" as employed in the claims.
